Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  Fifth 

Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circumstance,  the 
Sanitary  Administration  and  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Hampton  Wick  for  the  year  1913. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE 
DISTRICT. 

The  District  is  situated  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  .and  the  River  Thames  separates  it 
from  the  County  of  Surrey.  The  District  is  bordered 
on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Teddington  and 
on  the  west  by  the  Urban  District  of  Hampton.  It  is 
connected  with  the  Borough  of  Kingston-on-Thames  by 
means  of  a bridge  which  spans  the  River  Thames.  The 
District  is  bordered  on  its  eastern  and  southern  aspects 
by  the  River  Thames.  The  total  area  of  the  District 
comprises  1,315  acres.  Of  this  area,  80  acres  are  covered 
with  water,  the  greater  portion  by  the  River  Thames, 
but  a certain  area  by  large  ponds  and  canals  which  are 
<*ontained  within  the  Royal  Parks.  The  surface  of  the 
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District  is  almost  level,  being  from  10  to  15  feet  above 
the  normal  level  of  the  River  Thames.  Water  percolates 
through  the  soil  very  quickly,  as  this  is  mainly  com- 
posed of  gravel.  The  greater  part  of  the  District  is 
contained  within  the  Royal  Parks  and  Gardens  attached 
to  Hampton  Court  Palace.  The  Palace  itself  is  not 
within  the  District,  but  the  whole  of  the  Home  Park 
is,  and  about  half  the  Bushy  Park  and  nearly  the  whole 
of  the  Palace  Gardens.  The  rest  of  the  District  is 
almost  entirely  occupied  by  houses  and  gardens.  Most 
of  the  houses  have  gardens  attached,  and  some  of  the 
gardens  are  fairly  large. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  Shorter,  a resident  in  the 
District,  for  his  observations  on  the  rainfall  for  the 
year  1913.  He  has  supplied  me  with  a Rainfall  Table 
which  has  been  inserted  at  the  end  of  the  Report.  The 
ciiief  point  to  be  noticed  in  the  report  is  that  the  total 
depth  of  rain  amounted  to  25*35  inches.  This  is  slightly 
greater  than  that  of  the  year  1911,  but  is  considerably 
below  that  of  1912,  in  which  year  the  rainfall  amounted 
to  29*46  inches.  The  wettest  month  was  October,  the 
total  depth  of  rain  amounting  to  4*94  inches.  The 
greatest  fall  of  rain  recorded  in  24  hours  was  on  Sep- 
tember 1st,  and  amounted  to  1*73  inches.  The  driest 
months  were  February  and  June.  No  great  heat  was 
experienced  during  the  summer,  nor  were  the  winter 
months  at  all  cold.  The  following  table  gives  the  total 
depth  of  rain  and  the  number  of  rainy  days  during  the 
past  four  years:  —

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  on  J une  30th, 
including  those  in  the  Royal  Parks,  was  563,  as  against 
558  in  the  year  1912.  During  the  year  no  new  houses 


were  erected.  The  greater  number  of  houses  are  occu- 
pied by  one  family,  but  a few  by  two  or  more  separate 
families  or  occupiers.  In  addition  there  are  four  institu- 
tions which  call  for  special  mention.  These  are  two 
Scattered  Homes  for  cliildren  belonging  to  the  Guardians 
of  the  Kingston  ITnion,  a small  private  establishment 
for  feeble-minded  children,  and  also  a large  establish- 
ment where  about  oO  persons  reside  who  are  employed 
in  a large  business  house  in  Kingston. 

In  my  last  report  I mentioned  that  there  were  a 
great  many  large  unoccupied  houses  in  the  district. 
Two  of  these  houses  are  about  to  be  or  have  been  con- 
verted into  residential  flats,  and  no  doubt  they  will  be 
easier  to  let  under  these  circumstances. 

POPULATION. 

Tlie  population  of  the  district  amounted  to  2,417 
])ersons  when  the  census  was  taken  in  April,  1911.  At 
that  time  there  was  an  average  of  4’4  persons  to  each 
liouse.  On  June  dOth,  1914,  there  were  563  separate 
occupiers  or  families  in  the  district.  By  multiplying 
563  by  4*4,  an  estimate  of  the  population  for  1913  is 
arrived  at  amounting  to  2,477  persons. 

i'lie  following  table  gives  the  enumerated  popula- 
tion at  the  date  of  the  census  for  the  years  1881,  1891, 
1901  and  1911,  and  also  the  estimated  population  for  the 
year  1 913  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  birth-rates  are  showing  a 
slight  increase  as  regards  this  district,  but  on  looking  at 
the  averages  for  the  preceding  ten  years  this  district 
shows  a decided  tendency  to  decrease.  The  rates  for  this 
district  are  considerably  lower  than  the  rates  for  England 
and  Wales,  London,  or  the  County  of  Middlesex. 
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DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  I’^gistered  in  the  district 
amounted  to  21,  of  which  13  were  males  and  8 females. 
One  of  these  deaths  related  to  a person  belonging  to 
another  district.  The  number  of  deaths  of  Hampton 
Wick  residents  registered  in  other  districts  amounted  to 
12,  6 being  males  and  6 females.  This  gives  a total  of 
32  deaths  belonging  to  the  districts,  of  which  18  were 
males  and  14  females.  The  following  table  shows  more 
clearly  how  this  nett  total  is  made  up:  —

This  gives  a nett  death-rate  of  12*92  as  against 
12*22  in  the  previous  year,  and  11*35  for  the  average  for 
the  previous  ten  years.  Tlie  corrected  death-rate  of  the 
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district  is  obtained  by  applying  to  the  nett  death-rate 
the  factor  for  correction  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution 
of  the  population.  The  rate  thus  obtained  is  comparable 
with  that  of  other  districts,  as  the  influence  of  any 
peculiarities  in  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in  the 
population  is  done  away  with.  These  factors  have  been 
supplied  by  the  Registrar-General.  The  factor  for  this 
district  amounts  to  '9487.  The  death-rate  thus  corrected 
for  age  and  sex  distribution  amounts  to  12’26.

Half  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  65  years 
of  age  or  more.  Four  deaths  occurred  in  infants.  There 
were  six  deaths  between  the  ages  of  2 and  45,  and  six 
deaths  between  the  ages  of  45  and  65.  Cancer  was 
responsible  for  seven  deaths.  This  is  a large  number. 
Ih'oiichitis  and  Bright’s  Disease  for  four  deaths  each. 
The  number  of  deaths  credited  to-  Heart  Disease  only 
amounted  to  two.  This  is  less  than  usual. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

Four  deaths  were  registered  : one  from  Bronchitis, 
two  froui  Marasmus,  and  one  from  Purpura.  This 
gives  an  Infantile  Mortality  of  102  for  every  1,000 
births  registered.  One  of  these  infants  died  in  a 
Children’s  Hospital  in  London;  the  others  died  in  the 
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district.  The  deaths  occurred  in  the  months  of  April, 
July,  September  and  December.  The  average  Infantile 
Mortality  for  the  past  ten  years  amounts  to  87.  The 
following  table  gives  the  Infantile  Mortality  for  several 
different  localities  : —

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Infantile  Death-rate  is 
slightly  above  the  average  this  year.  The  rates  for  1912 
were  uniformly  low.  In  small  districts  with  few  births 
these  rates  are  apt  to  vary  very  much  from  year  to  year; 
more  reliance  is  to  be  placed  on  the  averages  for  the 
preceding  ten  years.  The  summer  was  not  very  vrarm, 
and  there  were  no  cases  of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea ; that 
always  increases  the  Infantile  Mortality  greatly. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted 
in  this  district.  In  July  a circular  was  sent  out  by  the 
Local  Government  Board,  which  dealt  with  the  subjects 
of  Epidemic  Diarrhoea,  Feeding  of  Infants,  and  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907.  With  regard  to  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act,  the  Board  suggested  in  the 
Circular  that  the  District  Council,  before  taking  any 
formal  proceedings,  should  ascertain  from  the  County 
Council,  whether  they  contemplate  the  adoption  of  the 
Act  for  the  County  or  for  some  of  the  County  Districts. 
If  they  do,  the  Board  would  suggest  that  the  Council 
should  confer  with  the  County  Council  with  regard  to  a 
scheme  for  the  adoption  and  administration  of  the  Act. 
Arising  out  of  this  the  County  Medical  Officer  addressed 
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a series  of  questions  to  me,  as  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee of  the  County  Council  of  Middlesex  were  about 
to  consider  the  matter.  The  questions  and  the  answers 
given  are  here  appended:  — 

(T)  Whether  any  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Dis- 
ti  ict  Council  upon  the  circular  of  the  Local  Government 
Hoard;  if  so,  what? 

The  matter  has  l)een  considered,  but 
no  action  has  been  taken. 

(2)  It  not,  the  need  which  exists  in  the  District  for 
the  adoption  of  the  Act,  e.g.,  in  what  proportion  of  the 
total  births  is  a visit  by  a Health  Visitor  desirable,  &c.  ? 

Possibly  1 in  40. 

(3)  ^"hetlier  the  Act  should  be  adopted  and  the 
work  carried  out  by  the  County  Council. 

No  particular  reason  for  the  xWt  to  be 
adopted  in  this  District,  but  if  it  be  adopted 
in  the  neigdibouring'  Districts,  it  should  for 
the  sake  of  uniformity  be  adopted  in  this 
District.  Also,  if  the  work  be  carried  out 
by  the  County  Authority  in  neighbouring 
Districts,  it  should  also  be  carried  out  by 
the  County  Authority  in  this  District,  but 
if  the  neighbouring  Districts  carry  out  the 
work  themselves,  this  District  could  also 
carry  out  the  work  itself.

There  is  no  doubt  that  tlie  Infantile  Mortality  of  a 
'district  may  be  diminished  by  paying  attention  to  such 
matters  as  accumulation  of  refuse  in  the  neighliourhood 
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of  dwelling  houses,  cleanliness  of  water  closets,  pro- 
vision of  movable  ash-bins  with  covers,  and  regular 
removal  of  refuse  in  covered  carts,  etc.  All  these 
matters  are  looked  to  in  this  district,  but  nevertheless 
there  will  generally  be  a certain  number  of  infantile 
deaths  from  such  conditions  as  Marasmus,  Bronchitis, 
Diarrhoea,  etc.  In  such  conditions  the  nursing  and  feed- 
ing is  so  important,  and  is  at  the  same  time  very  difticult 
to  carry  out  efficiently  in  small  cottages,  even  with  .the 
aid  of  health  visitors.  In  such  cases  I think  a certain 
number  of  lives  might  be  saved  by  sending  such  cases 
into  a hospital  or  home.  This  is  not  always  easy  for 
several  reasons.  In  the  first  place,  the  mother  may  not 
like  to  be  separated  from  the  child,  and  when  she  is 
nursing  it,  removal  to  an  institution  may  do  the  child 
more  harm  than  good.  Then  again,  beds  are  often  not 
available  for  such  cases,  or  there  is  not  a sufficient  staff 
to  look  after  many  of  these  children,  as  they  require 
constant  attention  and  care. 

PEINCIPAL  EPIDEMIC  DISEASES. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  based  on  the  number  of 
deaths  from  the  principal  infectious  diseases,  excluding 
Phthisis,  but  including  Epidemic  Diarrhoea.  There 
was  one  death  from  a zymotic  disease  during  the  year,, 
making  a zymotic  mortality  of  ’4  per  1,000. 

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  are  now  four  diseases.  Plague,  Cerebro-spinal 
Eever,  Poliomyelitis  and  Tuberculosis,  which  are  com- 
pulsorily notifiable,  in  addition  to  the  diseases 
enumerated  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act, 
1889.  These  diseases  are: — Small-Pox,  Cholera,  Diph- 
theria, Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Eever,  Typhus  Fever,  Enteric 
Eever,  Continued  Fever,  Eelapsing  Fever,  and  Puer- 
peral Fever. 


SMALL-POX  AND  VACCINATION. 


No  case  of  Small-Pox  was  notified.  I find  that 
every  year  more  persons  object  to  having  their  children 
vaccinated.  A large  number  of  children  are  now  grow- 
ing up  who  are  unvaccinated,  and  the  danger  of  a Small- 
Pox  epidemic  increases  every  year.  Many  parents  tell 
me  that  if  there  is  a Small-Pox  scare  they  will  have 
their  children  vaccinated  at  once,  but  of  course  this 
would  be  impossible  in  all  cases,  as  large  numbers  of 
vaccinations  would  have  to  be  undertaken,  and  that 
process  would  take  time. 

SCAELET  FEVEE. 

Three  cases  were  notified,  giving  a case  rate  of  1‘25. 
This  is  low,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  case  rate 
tor  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which  is  3’28,  and  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  is  3’5T.  Two  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  adults  and  one  in  a child.  The  cases 
occurred  at  different  times  of  the  year,  namely.  May, 
September  and  December,  and  no  connection  was  dis- 
covered between  the  cases.  All  the  cases  were  mild, 
and  they  were  all  treated  at  home. 

DIPHTTIEEIA. 

Four  cases  were  notified,  with  one  death.  This 
gives  a case  rate  of  I‘67,  which  is  rather  high  when 
compared  with  England  and  Wales,  which  has  a case 
rate  of  1*39,  and  with  London,  which  has  a case  rate 
of  1*7,  and  with  the  County  of  Middlesex,  which 
has  a case  rate  of  1*43.  Three  of  these  cases  occurred 
at  the  same  time  in  April,  the  other  case  was  notified 
in  December.  The  first  three  cases  occurred  in  one 
family,  and  were  all  notified  at  the  same  time.  Their 
ages  were  G,  3 and  1.  The  family  lived  in  a large  house, 
and  consisted  of  father,  mother  and  tour  children.  The 
eldest  child  had  suffered  a short  time  previously  from 
Scarlet  Fever  in  Ireland,  and  Avas  an  inmate  of  the 
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liiclimoiid,  Wliitwortli  & Hardwicke  Hospitals  in 
Dublin  from  January  2nd  to  January  31st.  The  child,, 
aged  three  years,  had  also  suffered  from  Scarlet  Fever 
a short  time  previously,  and  was  an  inmate  of  the  House 
of  Recovery  & Fever  Hospital  in  Dublin  from  January 
29th  to  February  19th.  Another  child  who  subsequently 
did  not  contract  Diphtheria  was  admitted  to  the  same 
hospital  on  January  29th,  and  was  not  discharged  until 
March  18th.  The  family  returned  to  their  home  in 
Hampton  Wick  on  April  6th.  On  their  arrival  home 
they  found  that  the  water  had  been  cut  off  from  the 
house  a few  days  previously.  It  was  not  laid  on  again 
for  some  days  after  the  family  had  returned.  On  April 
ITth  a medical  man  was  called  in,  as  three  of  the 
children  had  been  ill  tor  several  days.  Diphtheria  was 
diagnosed,  and  treatment  with  Antitoxin  Serum  was 
recommended.  Owing  to  objections  on  the  part  of  the 
parent,  this  mode  of  treatment  was  not  carried  out.  The 
child,  aged  three  years,  gradually  became  worse,  and  on 
April  22nd,  when  the  child  was  pulseless,  7,000  units 
were  injected,  but  the  child  only  lived  for  eight  hours 
after  this  was  done.  The  eldest  child  recovered  without 
Antitoxin  being  administered.  The  youngest  child  was 
removed  to  Tolworth  Isolation  Hospital  at  your  Councirs 
expense  on  April  26th,  and  remained  there  for  some 
weeks.  The  second  child  did  not  contract  the  complaint. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  the  children  contracted  the 
complaint  at  any  of  the  Fever  Hospitals.  The  second 
child  was  discharged  from  the  hospital  on  March  18th, 
appearing  perfectly  well.  A swabbing  was  taken  from 
her  throat,  but  neither  the  Klebs  Loeffler  nor  Hoffman’s 
Bacillus  was  found,  so  it  is  unlikely  that  she  had  suffered 
from  Diphtheria  in  a mild  and  unrecognised  form. 
Then  again,  it  was  suggested  that  the  complaint  may 
have  been  contracted  on  account  of  the  water  having  been 
(uit  off  and  the  drains  not  being  properly  flushed  for 
some  days.  This  factor  may  have  operated  in  that  it 
did  not  improve  the  health  of  the  children,  and  so 
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r-eiidered  them  more  liable  to  contract  Diphtheria.  It 
is  doubtful  wliether  sewage  emanations  by  themselves 
would  cause  the  icomplaint.  The  fact  that  the  children 
had  recently  suffered  from  Scarlet  Fever  would  also 
render  them  liable  to  contract  Diphtheria.  The  last 
case  of  a deatli  from  this  disease  in  this  district  occurred 
in  the  year  1905.  The  other  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  December  in  a private  home  for  imbecile  children. 
Antitoxin  Serum  was  injected  into  the  patient,  and  the 
other  feeble-minded  children  in  the  house  were  prophy- 
lactically  injected  with  the  serum.  Diphtheria  is  a 
peculiarly  fatal  disease  in  feeble-minded  children.  None 
of  the  other  children  in  the  house  contracted  the  com- 
plaint. 


ENTERIC  AND  PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

No  cases  were  notified. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

No  case  was  notified. 

PLAGUE. 

Gne  of  the  passengers  who  was  on  board  a ship  on 
wliich  a case  of  Plague  had  occurred,  was  notified  to 
me  by  the  Medical  Officer  for  the  Port  of  London  as 
about  to  proceed  to  a house  in  this  district.  On  enquiry 
I found  that  the  person  had  gone  on  to  another  district, 
Tlie  Medical  Officer  was  notified  to  that  effect,  and  the 
passenger  was  traced  to  the  address  given  by  me. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  have  been  com- 
pulsorily notifiable  since  January  1st,  1912.  Other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis  were  made  compulsorily  notifiable 
on  February  1st,  1913,  and  special  regulations  came  into 
force  on  that  date.  These  regulations  had  the  efiect  of 
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consolidating  and  amending  the  Public  Health  (Tuber- 
culosis) Eegulations,  1908 ; the  Public  Health  (Tuber- 
culosis in  Hospitals)  Eegulations,  1911 ; and  the  Public 
Health  (Tuberculosis)  Eegulations,  1911.  New  duties 
are  imposed  on  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  these 
regulations.  These  comprise,  among  other  things, 
having  to  send  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  a detailed 
statement  of  all  notifications  received  during  the  week. 
The  housing  conditions  of  sufierers  from  this  complaint 
has  to  be  enquired  into,  and  also  the  state  of  health  of 
all  other  members  of  the  household.  The  notifications 
received  during  the  year  w’ere  as  follows  : —

The  case  from  the  Poor  Law^  Institution  was  also 
notified  by  a Private  Medical  Practitioner,  so  there  were 
in  all  five  cases  notified. 

Of  these  five  cases,  four  were  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  and  one  was  a case  of  Tuberculosis  in  a 
joint.  Of  the  four  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
notified,  three  have  since  died,  and  all  were  sent  to 
institutions.  The  remaining  case  is  still  undergoing 
treatment  in  a sanatorium.  In  Table  III.  there  are 
three  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis ; one  refers 
to  one  of  the  above-mentioned  deaths,  another  to  a death 
which  took  place  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  This 
death  was  notified  in  that  year,  but  the  death  was  regis- 
tered in  the  beginning  of  this  year.  The  third  case  was 
that  of  a resident  who  died  in  a Public  Institution  out- 
side the  district.  The  other  two  cases  which  were  notified 
in  this  district  and  subsequently  died,  were  registered 
as  residents  in  other  districts.  The  following  table  gives 
the  ages  and  sex  of  the  persons  notified  as  suffering 
from  this  disease.

The  residence  of  the  noii-pulmonary  case  was  a 
building  belonging  to  His  Majesty  the  King.  The  resi- 
dence was  visited,  but  the  patient  was  away  from  home, 
and  no  further  action  was  taken  in  the  matter.  In  all 
cases  visits  were  made  on  the  receipt  of  the  primary 
notification.  In  two  cases  the  patient  had  left  the  house 
for  treatment  elsewhere.  With  regard  to  subsequent 
visits,  these  were  only  necessary  in  one  case,  as  in  the 
other  cases  the  patients  were  either  quickly  moved  into 
an  institution,  or  they  were  already  in  an  institution 
when  notified.  In  the  above-mentioned  one  case,  visits 
were  paid  once  a fortnight  until  the  patient  was  moved 
into  a sanatorium.  These  cases  with  one  exception  all 
occurred  in  good  houses,  and  in  no  case  was  there  any 
suspicion  that  any  of  the  other  inmates  of  the  household 
were  affected,  ^'s^o  arrangements  were  therefore  made 
for  the  detection  of  unrecognised  cases.  One  of  the  cases 
was  tliat  of  an  insured  person.  The  patient  was  notified 
from  a liospital.  She  had  been  in  domestic  service. 
She  elected  to  go  to  her  lionie,  which  was  in  another 
county,  and  seek  sanatorium  benefit  there.  She  did  not 
return  to  the  district.  The  rooms  occupied  by  these 
patients  were  disinfected  in  the  ordinary  w^ay.  Of  these 
cases,  two  were  notified  in  February,  one  in  March,  one

in  May,  and  one  in  October.  The  mortality  seems  to  be 
very  high.  This  may  be  due  to  the  fact  that  milder  cases 
of  this  disease  are  apt  to  be  overlooked.  Up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  no  case  was  referred  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  for  this  part  of  Middlesex.  In  this  connection 
I maj^  add  that  in  company  with  the  Chairman  of  the 
Sanitary  Committee,  I attended  a conference  at  Caxton 
Hall,  Westminster,  on  April  14th.  The  meeting  was  con- 
vened by  a sub-committee  of  the  Middlesex  County 
Council,  and  the  subject  discussed  was  the  situation  of 
the  proposed  tuberculosis  dispensaries  and  sub-centres 
to  be  established  under  the  IVational  Insurance  Act.  It 
liad  been  arranged  that  the  County  should  be  divided  up 
into  five  areas  for  administrative  purposes.  This  dis- 
trict belongs  to  No.  5 area,  which  comprises  the  follow'- 
ing  districts: — Chiswick,  Brentford,  Heston  and  Isle- 
worth,  Sunbury,  Staines  Urban  and  Bural,  Feltham, 
Twickenham,  Hampton,  Teddington  and  Hampton  Wick. 
It  was  decided  that  the  head  centre  should  be  at 
Hounslow,  as  there  was  an  old  empty  Cottage  Hospital 
there  which  could  be  acquired  for  the  purpose,  and  the 
situation  was  in  the  centre  of  the  area.  The  sub-centi'e 
which  concerns  this  district  was  proposed  to  be  near 
the  Tramway  Junction  at  Stanley  Hoad,  in  Twickenham. 
It  was  agreed  that  this  position  would  suit  this  district.* 
Subsequently  a tuberculosis  officer  was  appointed,  and 
the  scheme  is  now  in  working  order. 

If  an  insured  person  living  in  this  district  is  suffer- 
ing from  Tuberculosis  and  wishes  to  have  sanatorium 
benefit,  a form  of  application  for  Sanatorium  Benefit 
must  first  be  obtained  from  the  Middlesex  Insurance 
Committee.  This  form  must  be  filled  up  and  sent  to 
the  Clerk,  together  with  the  Applicant’s  Insurance  Book, 
and  a Doctor’s  Certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  applicant 
is  suffering  from  Tuberculosis.  The  Insurance  Com- 
mittee will  then  consider  the  application,  and  if  approved 
the  Benefit  may  take  the  form  of  treatment  in  a sana- 
torium, hospital,  dispensary,  or  the  patient’s  home. 
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Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  applications  were  sent 
in  from  residents  living  in  this  district, 

NON-NOTiriABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Measles. 

A few  cases  were  notified  by  the  School  Authorities 
in  April,  but  there  was  nothing  in  the  nature  of  an 
epidemic.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough. 

There  were  a few  cases  during  the  year. 

Epidemic  Diarrhiea. 

No  cases  came  under  my  notice.  No  great  heat  was 
experienced  during  the  summer. 

Cancer. 

Seven  deaths  were  notified  as  against  four  last  year. 
Four  of  the  deaths  weie  in  persons  whose  ages  exceeded 
65  years.  Rooms  occupied  by  persons  suffering  from 
this  complaint  are  usually  disinfected  after  death. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  could  he  carried  out 
by  the  Council  as  for  other  diseases  such  as  Tuberculosis, 
Diphtheria  or  Enteric  Fever,  but  no  application  has 
hitherto  been  received  to  carry  out  any  such  investiga- 
tion. No  local  facilities  exist  for  modern  methods  of 
treatment  of  these  diseases.  I have  no  reliable  know- 
ledge as  to  their  extent  of  prevalence  in  this  district. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  AVORK  IN  CONNECTION 
AVITII  INFECTIOUvS  DISEASES. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  for  the  Council,  and  consists  mainly  of 
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examinations  of  material  for  the  detection  of  Diph- 
theria and  Tubercle  Bacilli.  The  following  table  shows 
the  number  of  examinations  carried  out  and  the  results  :

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  or  Diphtheria  may  be  sent 
to  the  Tolworth  Isolation  Hospital  or  to  the  Hampton 
•Isolation  Hospital  at  the  Council’s  expense.  One  case 
of  Diphtheria  was  sent  to  the  Tolworth  Isolation  Hos- 
pital during  the  year. 

With  regard  to  Small-Pox,  this  district  has  an 
arrangement  wuth  15  other  districts  in  Middlesex  for 
provision  for  isolation  of  cases  of  Small-Pox  at  South 
Minims.  The  hospital  is  known  as  the  Clare  Hall  Small- 
Pox  Hospital. 

DISINFECTION. 

Hoonis  requiring  disinfection  are  sprayed  with  a 
solution  of  Formalin.  Where  this  is  impracticable 
owing  to  the  size  of  the  rooms,  fumigation  with  formalin 
is  carried  out.  Infected  linen  and  clothes  are  steeped  in 
a solution  of  izal.  There  is  no  special  apparatus  for 
baking  infected  articles. 

MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

One  certified  midwife  is  resident  in  the  district,  but 
she  does  not  practise. 


HOUSING.

'the  estimated  number  of  houses  occupied  and 
unoccupied  in  the  district  is  about  615,  and  the  estimated 
number  within  the  limit  rent  applicable  to  this  district 
under  Section  14  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning* 
Act,  1909,  that  is  £15  a year,  is  62.  The  number  of 
inhabited  houses  has  already  been  given  in  a former 
section  as  563.  During  the  year  I have  inspected  the 
houses  occupied  by  the  working  classes  accompanied  by 
the  Sanitary  Tnsiiector.  Nearly  all  the  dwelling  houses 
occu])ied  by  the  working  classes  at  rentals  below  £15 
per  annum  are  old  houses,  so  that  when  inspected  minor 
defects  were  invariably  found.  These  consist  of  leakj^ 
stack  pipes,  leaky  roofs,  windows  out  of  order,  unsafe 
flooring  and  ceilings,  and  in  the  case  of  w.c.’s  cracked 
pans,  broken  seats,  and  defective  flushes.  When  brought 
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under  tlie  notice  of  tlie  owner  such  defects  are  quickly 
remedied,  but  tlie  next  time  such  houses  are  inspected 
otlier  defects  are  sure  to  present  themselves.  This  is 
inevitable  in  the  case  of  old  houses.  There  are,  however, 
certain  advantag-eis  from  a health  point  of  view  to 
persons  occupying  these  houses.  Many  of  them  have 
quite  large  gardens  attached.  This  is  quite  unusual  in 
districts  so  close  to  London  as  this  one  is.  Others  abut 
on  one  or  other  of  the  Loyal  Parks,  so  that  there  is  a 
plentiful  supply  of  fresh  air.  The  water  supply  is  in 
all  cases  good,  and  nearly  every  cottage  possesses  a 
sanitary  dust  bin. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  wliether  there  are  a suffutient 
number  of  houses  for  the  working  classes  in  this  district, 
and  this  I imagine  applies  to  most  urban  districts.  A 
great  many  of  the  working  classes  residing  in  this  dis- 
trict have  their  work  in  other  districts,  and  vice  versa 
niany  members  of  the  working  classes  come  in  from  other 
districts  to  work  in  this  district. 

The  tw^o  wooden  cottages  against  wliicli  a closing 
order  had  been  made  previously  Avere  demolished  during 
the  year.  The  land  on  Avliich  these  cottages  stood  is  at 
present  vacant. 

I had  occasion  to  com})lain  of  the  sanitary  condition 
of  certain  yards  in  the  district.  Two  of  the  yards  con- 
tained large  houses  occupied  by  members  of  the  working 
classes.  Orders  were  served  on  the  owners,  and  tlie 
insanitary  conditions  were  ameliorated. 

A set  of  eight  W.C.bs  belonging  to  a set  of  cottages 
were  re-constructed.  The  old  structures  Avere  in  an 
unsafe  condition,  partly  OAving  to  the  fact  tliat  they  AA'ere 
built  up  against  an  old  wall  AAffiich  AAms  sagging  over. 
The  neAv  structures  AA^ere  built  up  against  the  houses  and 
aAvay  from  the  Avail,  which  was  also  re-built. 


TENEMENT  HOUSES  AND  HOUSES  LET  IN 
LODGINGS. 


Tliore  are  two  in  the  district.  One  of  these  was 
formerly  a public  house.  The  other,  which  has  been 
referred  to  in  previous  reports,  has  been  thoroughly 
repaired  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  is  one  in  the  district.  It  was  inspected 
})eriodically,  and  was  found  to  be  kept  satisfactorily. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  whole  district  by  the  Metro- 
politan Water  Board.  There  are  about  30  houses  still 
supplied  with  well  water.  Among  the  houses  so  supplied 
are  several  large  ones  occupied  by  the  leisured  classes. 
I'he  wells  give  a satisfactory  and  adequate  supply  of 
water.  Two  samples  of  well  water  were  analysed  during 
the  year,  and  in  both  cases  the  water  was  found  fit  for 
drinking  purposes. 

Seven  notifications  were  received  from  the 
Engineer’s  Office  of  the  Metropolitan  Water  Board  of 
cessation  of  water  supply  to  unoccupied  houses  or  of 
liouses  in  respect  of  which  there  was  non-payment  of 
water  rate. 

SEA\  ERAIPE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

'I'he  sewage  from  this  district  is  dealt  with  at 
Kingston.  No  coni})laints  were  received  during  the 
yeai'.  There  are  three  privies  in  the  district,  and  also  a 
closet  without  a water  supply.  This  closet  is  connected 
with  the  main  drainage  system.  The  temporary  earth 
closets  i)rovided  in  (‘.onnection  with  the  Kingston  Bridge 
Widening  Works  on  ground  belonging  to  H.M.  Office  of 
Works  were  freciuently  inspected,  and  no  nuisance  was 
caused  by  tliem.  They  will  in  all  probability  be  done 
away  with  in  the  ensuing  year. 
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PUBLIC  URINALS  AND  LAVATORIES. 

There  are  now  five  of  these  available  to  the  general 
public,  and  access  is  obtained  direct  from  public 
thoroughfares.  They  have  all  been  provided  by  the 
owners  of  public  houses. 

One  of  the  urinals  is  new,  and  was  built  by  the 
owner  of  a Public  House  on  account  of  a nuisance  which 
had  arisen  by  the  want  of  one  easily  accessible  from  the 
road.  A notice  was  served  on  the  owner  to  abate  the 
nuisance.  This  was  carried  out  by  providing  a urinal. 

There  are  no  public  lavatories  in  the  district. 

CONDITION  OF  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Thames  borders  a large  i)ortion  of  the 
district.  The  work  of  inspecting  and  supervising  the 
river  is  carried  out  by  other  authorities.  Certain 
streams  carrying  water  from  ponds  in  tlie  Royal  Parks 
run  through  the  district  before  emptying  themselves 
into  the  Thames.  These  streams  are  almost  entirely  in 
the  Royal  Parks,  or  are  conveyed  through  the  district 
in  underground  conduits.  They  are  looked  after  by 
H.M.  Office  of  Works. 

ROADS. 

These,  with  one  exceptioii,  are  in  good  repair. 
During  the  year  High  Street,  Sandy  Lane,  Park  Road, 
Upper  Teddington  Road  and  Hampton  Court  Road  were 
repaired.  The  main  roads  are  all  tarred  except  those 
occupied  by  tram  lines,  which  are  wood-paved.  The 
work  which  is  being  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
widening  of  Kingston  Bridge  has  progressed  rapidly, 
and  will  in  all  probability  be  completed  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  Norniansfield  Avenue  was 
still  a quagmire.  I have  in  previous  reports  given  an 
account  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  connection 
with  this  thoroughfare.  Originally  the  Avenue  was 
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wholly  in  the  district  of  Teddington.  It  could  not  be 
made  up  under  the  Private  Street  Works  Act,  as  the 
property  situated  on  one  side  of  the  Avenue  was  in  the  dis- 
trict of  Ham])ton  Wick.  The  Parish  boundary  was  then 
shifted  to  the  middle  of  the  thoroughfare,  so  that  half 
the  road  was  in  this  district  and  the  other  half  was  in 
the  district  of  Teddington.  Notices  were  then  served 
on  the  owners  of  property  abutting  on  the  load  by  the 
respective  authorities  to  contribute  towards  the  making 
u})  of  the  road.  One  of  the  owners  objected,  so  he  was 
summoned  by  your  Council.  The  case  was  lost,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  evidence  was  brought  forward  by  the 
owner  that  a public  footpath  running  down  the  Hampton 
Wick  side  of  the  Avenue  existed  prior  to  the  year  1836, 
and,  therefore,  he  could  not  be  called  on  to  contribute 
towards  the  making  up  of  the  road.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  this  district  had  commenced  making  up  their  half 
of  the  road. 

HOUSE  EEFU8E  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

Tliis  is  collected  weekly,  and  is  disposed  of  by 
tipi)ing.  A Scavenging  Eeturn  was  asked  for  by  the 
Local  (jovernnient  Hoard  towards  the  end  of  the  year, 
as  they  were  about  to  investigate  the  arrang'ements  made 
for  s(*avenging  in  Urban  Districts  of  the  United 
Kingdom.

There  is  one  cowkeeper  in  the  district,  and  he  keep& 
on  an  average  12  cows.  The  premises  were  inspected 
periodically,  and  were  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and 
I have  always  found  the  animals  in  a cleanly  condition. 
'Ilie  periodical  reiiorts  of  tlie  Council’s  Veterinary 
Inspector  on  the  condition  of  the  cows  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  two  dairies,  one  of  which  is  kept  by  the 
cowkeeper.  The  milk'  supplied  by  these  dairies  in  addi- 
tion to  the  local  supply  conies  from  the  Salisbury  Dairy 
Company,  and  from  a farm  in  Chessington  in  Surrey. 
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SLAUGHTEE  HOUSES. 

Tliei’e  is  one  in  the  district.  It  was  periodically 
examined,  and  was  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition. No  carcases  were  condemned  for  Tuberculosis. 

OFFENSIVE  TIIADES. 

There  are  none  in  the  district.  Fish  frying  is  not 
included  as  an  offensive  trade  in  the  district.  There  are 
no  fried  fish  shops  at  the  present  time  in  the  district. 

TINSOUND  FOOD. 

No  food  of  til  is  description  came  under  my  notice 
liming  the  year.  The  sanitary  condition  of  premises 
wliere  foods  are  prepared,  stored  or  exposed  for  sale  were 
in  all  cases  satisfactory.

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These  places  were  all  inspected,  and  were  found  to* 
be  in  a satisfactory  condition. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  two  in  the  district.  They  were  inspected 
periodically  and  were  found  to  be  kept  in  g'ood  condition. 


LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  about  eight  in  the  district.  They  were 
inspected,  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  were  found  to 
1k‘  satisfactory. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS  AND  BY-LAAVS. 

There  is  no  alteration  to  record.  A list  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  tlie  report  in  the  first  table  dealing  with 
sanitary  work. 

MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN, 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Middlesex  County 
Council.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the 
School  Medical  Oilicer,  and  there  are  several  Assistant 
School  Medical  Officers. 

Tliree  cases  of  Measles  with  two  contacts  were 
notified  to  me  by  the  School  Teachers  in  the  spring. 

The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply  of  the 
Schools  is  quite  satisfactory. 
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NATIONAL  INSIJEANCE  ACT,  1911. 

Medical  Benefits  came  into  force  on  January  15tli. 
There  was  an  adequate  panel  of  medical  practitioners 
from  the  first.  There  is,  however,  no  chemist  resident 
in  the  district,  so  the  patients  have  to  obtain  their 
medicines  from  either  Teddington  or  Kingston.  At  the 
present  time  the  Sanitary  Department  of  the  District 
Council  has  official  cognisance  only  of  diseases  which 
are  notifiable  or  which  have  caused  death.  The  medical 
statistics  culled  from  the  returns  of  panel  practitioners 
should  throw  light  on  the  amount  and  the  nature  of 
disease  in  any  particular  district. 

LEGISLxiTION. 

One  set  of  regulations  issued  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  came  into  force  during  the  year. 

The  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Eegulations, 
1912,  issued  on  December  19th,  1912,  came  into  force  on 
Eebruary  1st,  1913.” 

These  regulations  have  been  dealt  with  in  the 
section  on  Tuberculosis. 

In  conclusion  I must  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Chairman  and  the  Members  of  your  Council  for  the 
careful  way  which  they  have  considered  the  various 
suggestions  I have  put  forward  during  the  year,  and 
also  to  your  Officers  for  the  very  efficient  services  they 
have  rendered  to  me  in  the  execution  of  my  duties.
